Waat can the law do for Subsistence? Nothing directly: 
All it can do, is to create motives, that is to say, punish-| 
ments or rewards, by force of which people may be led to! 
farnish Subsistence for themselves; but Nature has created 
the motives already, and given to them a sufficient’ energy. 
Before any body had an idea of the law, Wants and the 
Pleasures had done with regard to this, all that the best 
Wants, accompanied with 
every sort of suffering and by death itself, commanded man 
to labor; sharpened his courage, inspired foresight and de- 
veloped all his faculties. Pleasures, the inseparable com- 
panion of every want satisfied, established an inexhausti- 
ble fund of reward for those who had surmounted the ob- 
stacles and fulfilled the purposes of Nature. 
The power of the physical sanction being sufficient, the 
ewployment of the political sanction would be superfivous. 
Moreover, the motives which depend upon law, are al- 
ways more or less precarious in their operation. This is 
owing to the imperfection of the laws themselves, or to the 
ditheulty of verifying the facts, for the purpose of offering 
to them either punishment or reward. ‘The hope of impu- 
nity lurks at the bottom of all hearts, through all the inter- 
mediate degrees it is necessary to pass, before the fulilment 
of the law; but the natural results which one may regard 
as the chastisements, or as the rewards of Nature admit of 
little uncertainty. No evasion, no delay, no favor: Experi- 
ence announces the result, Experience confiris it; every 
day serves but to strengthen the lessons of the evening, and 
the consequences are eo uniform as to leave no room for 
doubt. What could be added by direct laws to the constant 
and irresistible power of natural motives? 
But the law may provide, indirectly fur Subsistence, by 
protecting men while they labor; and by securing to then 
the fruits of their industry, after they have labored. Secu- |
